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Applicant's assertion that the 1.132 declaration should be entered has been considered but is not persuasive. Applicant states that the 
declaration addresses a "technical assertion" made in the Office action of 1/14/05. However, this assertion was contained in an 
explanation of the level of ordinary skill in the art and was not part of the rejection grounds per se. The declaration compares a lithium 
manganese oxide with a lithium nickel oxide, but this comparison is not germane to the outstanding grounds of rejection. The instant 
claims recite a lithium manganese oxide and the prior art relied upon (Takami) also discloses a lithium manganese oxide. A further 
comparison between lithium manganese oxide and lithium nickel oxide is not needed or necessary to address any of the rejection 
grounds. As such, the 1.132 declaration is not considered proper for entry. 
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
